Senator Harrison on the Admission ol

WASHINGTON, D. C., December 80.— 


Senator Harrison, who is Chairman of the 
Committee on Territories, and who is 
championing Dakota in her efforts to 
gain admission to the Union, has been 
busy in his committee-room during the 
holidays answering correspondence on 
this subject from the Northwest, and pre- 
paring his reply to Messrs. Vest and But- 
ler on the proposition to inquire if the 
Statehood movement is not revolution- 
ary. To a United Press reporter this 
morning Senator Harrison expressed the 
belief that whatever the result of this agi- 
tation might be, there would be nothing

by

unlawful, 
because 


they were not disposed to injure their 
future prospects with Congress by any 
rash act. "It is almost enough, said 
he, "to drive the people of Dakota to 
revolutionary acts to 
refuse 
them 


Statehood. 
Such a thing never was 


know n before in tills or any other coun- 
try. Nearly half a million of people, law 
abiding and capable of self-government, 
with more than all the qualifications 
for 
Statehood, 
being 
exiled 
and 


constantly refused it, on purely political 
grounds. It should not be a surprise to 
see these people desperate, for it is 
despotic to keep from them all rights of 
American citizenship when 
they are 


American citizens in fact. Intelligent, 
thrifty, energetic men do no like to be 
disfranchised, and since they must obey 
the laws of the United States and bow 
to the dictation of her officers, they 
most 
naturally 
want 
a 
voice 


in 
making 
those 
laws 
and 


selecting those officers. Already there 
are States in the Union with but one 
member of the Lower House in Congress, 
and Dakota, if admitted, will be clearly 
entitled to at least two from the very 
start. Such Injustice belongs to the dark 
days of England and Russia, and the time 
of the inquisition. The position of Mr. 
Vest is unenviable, both politically and 
personally, and can not be maintained. 


Want to Protect Themselves From the 


Savages- 


WASHINGTON, D. C., December 30.— 


Senator Manderson, accompanied by a 
delegation of Western Congressmen and 
others, called upon the Secretary of 
War yesterday afternoon and asked to 
be allowed to fit out a regiment of fron- 
tiersmen to protect the citizens of New 
Mexico and Arizona from tbe raids olthe 
Indians.

Mor- 
ton was one of four whose names had 
been sent to the Postmaster-General by 
the commission to fill a vacancy in that 
grade. Ilis papers showed that in the 
examination he had been graded seventy- 
three, and that he was a school teacher. 
Nothing was known about him, and when, 
yesterday morning, a colored man pre- 
sumed himself, everybody was surprised. 
He is the first colored man appointed in 
that oflice, and when he reported for 
duty this, morning the clerks looked with 
considerable wonder at their new asso- 
ciate. The fact that it was not known 
that he was colored, is cited by civil serv- 
ice reformers as proof that the civil service 
law is being carried out to the letter, and 
that appointments are being based en- 
tirely upon the examinations.

BOSTON, MASS., December 
SO.—At 


half-past eleven o'clock yesterday morn 
ing the young wife ol Superintended 
ol Provisions, William Mackin, made an 
attempt that will probably prove success- 
ful upon her own life, in her husband' 
office at Faneuil Hall. She is twenty 
eight years old, and has been marriee 
only five months. Soon after the wed 
ding the revelation of certain unfortn 
nate circumstances caused the yonng peo 
pie to separate, the wife going to friends 
in Ipswitch, and the husband instituting 
proceedings for a divorce. It was in re 
latlon to these proceedings that Mrs 
Mackin called at her husband's office 
yesterday morning. 


Her husband, after a short conversa-

Reynolds, in which there wore 
two cards, one or which contained the name 
of G W. Courts, the other Barbeiy B. Courts, 
and in another pocket was a lettt r head ol the 
Arlington Hotel, Decatur, 111, with ihe same 
names written on It. Nothing was lound on 
his person to show to a certainty what hia 
name was or as to his hon e 
He was about J"> 
years of age, medium height, dark complex- 
ion with mustache. Coroner Peters ordoied 
the body burled at Brownsville.

BlacKford, fearful that its vitality might 
be exhausted, put it into a high closed 
tank, and pasted this legend upon the 
glass: "Gymnotns, or Electric Eel." 
The tank 
contained several "hell- 


benders," and the eel shocked them 
very much and caused them to spring 
around in the liveliest manner. It was 
given to Fish Commissioner Blackford 
by Mr. Donald Burns, who received it 
early yesterday morning from the Ama- 
zon River. 
Captain Hears brought it 


with him in the steamship Finance. Ha 
is rather a handsome creature, and a 
great point in its favor is that it keeps 
Us mouth always shut, except at meal 
times, and seems to breathe through 
two rows of holes on its head and neck. 
It is about two and one-half feet long, 
and rather disproportionately thick. It 
has a heavy fin, like the keel of a boat, 
running a'long the belly the entire 
length of the body. The throat is of 
orange color, and the head, though 
short and clumsy, is ornamented with 
two little flaps that look like ears. It 
can administer an electric shock as 
powerful as that of a small battery.
